KEEPING HISTORY STRAIGHT 


I 


T is really refreshing to find a Republican newspaper 
honest enough to admit that President Grover Cleveland 


liail no more to do with the panic of 1S93 than the man in 
the moon. 


The Oregonian is such an organ, and in a recent edito- 


iial it has the fairness to set a contemporary of its own 
political faith right upon this matter. The public often for- 
Kots the incidents of history which it helps to frame and 
make, and when the Republicans declare that it was a 
Democratic tariff bill that had not been drawn up. and 
was not considered until more than a year after Mr. Cleve- 
land had taken office the last time, that caused the panic, 
those whose memories are not alert are apt to believe that 
the unfortunate financial situation which the country faced 
when the last Democratic President enteied the White 
House, was brought about by that executive. 


They forget that when Mr. Cleveland came into office 


In March, 1903, he found an ^mpty treasury, and that the 
plates for the issuance* of fifty million dollars vorth of 
bonds had already been made by the ord»-i of his immedi- 
ate piedece^sor, President Hairison. 


When Mr. Cleveland took office and during the whole 


period of the panic, there had not been a change made in 
a single schedule of the Republican tariff law. In spite of 
this it is a common thing to hear Republicans, -whose gen- 
eral intelligence plainly indicates that they know no better, 
assert that it was the Democratic tariff which was not then 
enacted, which brought about the distressing business con- 
ditions of 1893. 


The fruth is that had President Harrison been reelected 


instead of Mr. Cleveland the Republican executive would 
have had to contend with exactly the same conditions. 


President Harrison knew this, and he had prepared to 


is-sue bonds, but managed to tide things over so he could 
get out of office without having the discredit that usually 
accompanies the issuance of bonds in time of peace by the 
national government. 


Mr. Cleveland had to meet the situation as his prede- 


decessor had left it. and then the Republicans in later years 
have the audacity to accuse him of bringing about a condi- 
tion which he found existed when he took the office. 


The Oregonian blames the monetary policy of the gov- 


ernment for the panic, a policy which the Democrats had 
not framed, but which bore the name of one of the most 
prominent Republican senators of the last half of the last 
rentury. 


If the 'Sherman law was responsible fin- the financial 


and industrial stagnation of 1893, as the Oregonian says it 
was, then most assuredly the Republican party must be 
held solely responsible for the unfortunate situation which 
Mr. Cleveland endeavored to straighten out. While there 
is no campaign pending it is well to b*-ar these facts in 
mind, in order to get history straight.

Trained in the exacting 
school of practical statesmanship, Mr. Depew seldom dies 
and ne\er resigns*.—Collier'* Weekly. 


CHINESE IMMIGRATION 


C 


HINESE immigration is defended by, two (lasses of 


peoplo. First, by those comparatively few in number, 


•who believe that universal brotherhood requires us to wel- 
come to our shore* all people of all lands. This is the sen- 
timental argument advanced in favor of Chinese immigra- 
tion. Th^re i«! no more reason why we should construe 
brotherhood to require the admission of al! people to our 
country than there is that we should construe brotherhood 
to require the dissolution of family ties. The family is the 
unit; it is the place where character and virtue and use- 
fulness are developed, and from the family a good or evil 
influence emanates. It is not necessary or even wise that 
the family environment s-hould be admitted to the family 
circle. In a larger sen^e a nation is a family. It is t'ne cen- 
ter for the cultivation of national character, rational vir- 
tue and national usefulness. A nation is under no obliga- 
tion to the outside world to admit anybody or anything 


t iat would injuriously effect the national family; in fact, it 
i^ nder obligation to itself not to do so. The influence of 
the United States will be much potent for good if we re- 
main a homogeneous rftition with all citizens in full sym- 
pathy \\ith all other citizens. No distinct race like the 
Chinese can come into this country without exciting' a fric- 
t'.cm and a race prejudice which will make it more difficult 
ior us to exercise a wholesome influence upon the Chinese 
in China, not to speak of our influence on other nations. 


The second, and by far the larger class embraces those 


uho advocate Chinese immigration on the ground that it 
\\\\\ furnish cheap labor for household and factory work. 
'I here i^ no force in the argument that is made by some 


• i at it is difficult to secure girls to do housework. If domes- 
lie .service is not popular as compared with other work, it 
H because the pay is r.ot sufficient to make it attractive 
and the remedy lies in better wages. Labor can be secured 
loi any honorable position when the price is sufficient to 
attract it, and the demand for Chinese servants comes 
v ith poor grace from those who often spend on a single 
stcial entertainment as much as a servant's wages -would 
amount to In a single year. At this time when skilled and 
intelligent American labor is able to compete In foreign 
markets with the cheapest labor in the world, it is absurd 
to taJk about the necessity for cheap factory hands.
